THE proposal to form a.local meteorolo» 
gical Society,’ which haa recently been’ 
tise subject’ of good deal -of discussion 
omong nautical mes and others interest- 
ed in tho ‘science of metoorology, is 
one which deserves the fallest- approval 
and support of tha community., The 
proposal is, in some measure, no doubt, 
the outcome. of the. feeling ‘that. the, 


ineveorological information and weather 
forecasts, For thesupply ofsuchinform- 
ation and pregnostications in. anything 
like reasonable or adequaté measare the 
colony, for rather, more than a decada, 
bas been looking. vaiuly to the institu. 
tion known asthe Hongkong Observa- | 
tory. It. bas for @ long time been 
clear, however, that, so far as’ any 
practical benofit, to.tha important shipp- 
ing interests of ché colony is ‘concernad, 
the Observatory is. almost. complete 
failure. The ite Major-General’ Pal. 
mer’s notions ‘as to the particular, kind 
of work for which’ the Observatory 
would be useful may have been perfect- * 
ly gonad, from a scientific point of view, 
but it js ovident that the. collection 
of auch meteorological. data, and the 
publicatién cfsuch deductionstherefrom, 
as would be for the advantage of the 
colony, occupied quite “a suboidinate 
place in the general scheme, Dr 
Doberck, the Director of the Observa- 
tory, seenin to have kept’ this tact in 
mind oll along, and ha is determined 
not to loge sight of it, It may at once 
be admitted that. mistake was made 
in sano. ‘oning the establishment of an 
Observatory om the lines proposed by 4 
Major-General Palmer, but that is 20 
reason why the colony should contiziue 
to-spend annually a large sum of money 
for the maintenance iF an ‘institution 
from which it derives hardly any beno- 
fit.. The chance of. any improvement 
in, the supply of meteorological . ia. 
formation and weather forecagts. from 
the Observatory is very slight’; eo long 
as Dr Doberck is Director,. no expecta- 
tion of improvement cau be’ hopefully 
entertained. The history of the recent- 
‘ly appointed Observatory Committee 
proves tha latter: proposition conclasive- 
ly. Throughout.“ the proccedinga 
in connection with that abortive at- 
tempt to effect somo ‘improvement 
in the present .metcorological re- 
porte and weather forecasta’ he showed 
himselt a5 on. uncompromising ob- 
structionist: In his antiety to demon- 
‘rato the futility of appointing 9 
committes to inquire'into anything over 
which be has control, he succeeded in 
obtaining from the mouth of his First 
Aseistant, Mr Figg (¢ gentleman 
whose duty it is, according to 
Dr Doberck’s own statement, ‘ to attend 
to storm-warmings and investigate ty- 
hoons) certain evidence ‘to’ which it is 
ighly desirable that the Government 
should give heed. Dr Doberck express- 
ed. tha opinion: that isobaric weather. 
cbarts ‘are indespensible for forecasts, 
and Mr rigs stated in evidence that to 
issue a daily isobaric weather chart for 
the part of the Far, East batween 
Shanghai and Cape -St. James would 
cust something like two million dollars 
a year, a sum which. even Dr Doberck 
had the sense to see is a somewhat 
large one for this little colony. to pay. 
We trust that it will not bo, beyond tho 
ratiocinative powers of the Government 
to see that this at ‘once raises the 
question, What is the use of the Ub- 
servatory? In regard to the question 
as to whother that institution is worth 
what the colony pays for’ its main- 
tenance thers can only be one opinion, 
and. that is the opinion which has been 
held - unanimously; by the shipping 
community of the colony at Teast, ever 
since tho establishment of the inatitu- 
tion. We have frequently given 
expressiun to that opinion, and have 
adduced various arguments in support 
of it, and we ore indebted to Dr Do- 
berck for the addition of one more ar- 
gument, which is, in effect, that with- 
out the expenditure of something like 
two miliion dollars per annum’ the 
colony cannopobtain from the Observa- 
tory the one thing, or at least the chief 
thing, which could possibly afford any 
justification for the maintenance of an 
Observatory. We do not. suppose that 
there is any likelihood of another Ob- 
servatory Committee being’ appointed 
for the purposs of discussing the ques- 
tion ‘as to’ how’ ‘improvements may. be 
effected. in the present. meteordlogical 
reports and weather foreeists,’ but the 
commanity would. no doubt -hail with 
approval the appointment: of # Commis- 
sion of practical men to inquire: whe- 
ter thy maintenatice of the Observatory 
on the its present. basis: is‘ nob a waste 
of pullic money. If the Observatory 
wero to,be closed ‘to-morrow, nobody in 
the colony would: miss it much, ~All 
the information. of ‘any ‘importance to 
jthe . community”. which "issues. ‘from 
it could ba. ‘obtained: for. very 
much less than it costs ‘the colony now, 
and although Dr Doberck ‘seams | to 
think it--impossible that anybody 
in Hongkong . but. himself can 
know anything about moteorology, we 
Venture. to think that:evan he would 
not be. missed. - We sincerely hope that 
the proposed Meteorological Society 
will speedily he formed, and that it may 
by ‘able to help to bring about a final 
and satisfactory “settlement of tho 
Observatory question. ©" :

It may interest our 
readers to be told a few of them, The 
Indian chronology gives it as 6174 B.C. ; the 
Babylonian, 6158; the Chinese, O17; 
Abuliaragius, 6508 ; Juliua Africanus, 550 0;

398¢; Scaliger, 3030, Rabbi Lipman 
anakes the date to be only 3616, so thut BO 
cording to him the world would be 5510 
years old on Suoday night, or 144 years less 
than the currently acoopted number.
